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Asking for too much 

I^ebecca Chambers (1982) had asked for the “hammer clause” last month so she 
could be out awaiting sentencing. Circuit Judge Tom Jones had asked her not to do 
that. Last Friday, Chambers admitted she wished she hadn’t asked. 

Chambers, who was late for her court appearance, failed a drug test ordered by 
Jones Friday. 

By asking for the hammer clause, which increases the time a person must serve if 
they fail the provisions, Chambers had agreed to face 15 years instead of the five 
recommended in a plea agreement. 

In obvious anguish, Jones said, “I begged Ms. Chambers not to take the hammer 
clause.” 

Chambers then started talking with her attorney, Monica Lacy, while Jones was 
talking to her. Jones’ anguish turned to ire when he said, “Ms. Chambers, you ought 
to be listening to me when we’re talking about your life.” 

Jones then asked Chambers if she had anything to say. 

Crying, Chambers said, “I tried to do what I was supposed to do. I apparently 
messed up. I tried. I really did try.” 

Jones then asked Commonwealth’s Attorney Heather Combs what her recom¬ 
mendation was, considering the hammer clause. 

Combs said, “At least 10.” 

Jones then told Chambers there are two kinds of drug deals, the good and the bad. 
Bad ones, he said, are when somebody dies, such as being shot at the scene. Good 
drug deals, Jones said, are really bad because someone can overdose. 

“You’ve got three Class D felonies. They have impact on people,” Jones said. He 
was referring to her three drug trafficking charges. 

Jones then spent some time writing on the docket. He then spoke. 

“I’m going to follow the Commonwealth’s recommendation,” Jones said. He then 
ordered her to the prisoner dock. 

Also in court Friday, attorneys for Melvin G. Slone (1958) said they were still 
sifting through discovery evidence and requested a status hearing for October 17. 

Slone is charged with the April murder of downtown businesswoman Martha 
Hollar. He is also charged with arson in the burning of her mobile home. 

James F. Deaton (1946) pled guilty to trafficking in a controlled substance in the 
first degree. The Commonwealth is recommending that he serve three years. Sentenc¬ 
ing is scheduled for October 17. 

A bench warrant was issued for Donald G. Shuler (1982). He was scheduled for 
a diversion review. 

Chad Caudill (1993) admitted to violating the terms of his diversion. Three years 
is recommended. Sentencing will be in September. 

C.J. Sipple (1977) admitted to violating the terms of his probation. He was sen¬ 
tenced to two years. 

Amanda McIntosh (1985) will have a diversion revocation hearing September 19. 
She faces five years in prison. 

The diversion for Glenn Turner (1982) was voided after he admitted to abscond¬ 
ing. He faces five years. 

James Mosey (1989) pled guilty to theft by failure to make required disposition 
of property. 

Michael H. Lynch (1988) will have a diversion revocation hearing September 19. 
He faces five years. The same is true for his wife, Megan E. Lynch (1991). 

Heriverto Ortiz (no year given) entered an Alford Plea to Medicaid fraud. He is 
facing three years. 


State seeks death 
penalty for Slone 

T^he Commonwealth’s Attorney today filed a motion seeking the death penalty for Melvin 
Slone of Beattyville for the April 11 shooting death of local businesswoman Martha Hollar. 

Slone is alleged to have shot Hollar in the face the night of April 11, and then setting her 
mobile home on fire. 

In her motion, Commonwealth’s Attorney Heather Combs said that she was seeking the 
death penalty because of aggravating circumstances. 

Those circumstances are that he has a prior murder conviction in Lee County, and he com¬ 
mitted arson. 

Slone had served 20 years for a murder that was resolved in 1980. 

No trial date has yet been set in the case. 

Group seeks regional 
collaboration and identity 
to help Eastern Kentucky

The political leaders who organized the bipartisan Shaping Our Appalachian Region ini¬ 
tiative have long stressed that one key to success will be creation of a more cohesive regional 
identity, with more collaboration across county lines. 

That has been the focus of SOAR’s Regional Collaboration and Identity Working Group, 
which had its final meeting last week at Natural Bridge Resort Park. The meeting drew 21 
people, who sat at a round table discussing the assets and challenges of their counties and a few 
solid ideas to enhance the collaboration and sense of regional identity in Eastern Kentucky. 
As they introduced themselves, some participants endorsed the idea of blurring county lines, 
combining areas that share similar goals and interests and want to work together. 

“Everyone identifies themselves by a county. ... There is a lot of territorialism, I’ve found 
out,” said Ohio native Nancy Hamann, owner of Scenic Cabin Rentals and Daniel Boone Trad¬ 
ing Post in Lee, Powell and Wolfe counties. “Lots of people want to be here ... You need to 
go out and capitalize on that.” 

Peter Hille, executive vice president of the Berea-based Mountain Association for Community 
Economic Development, said he also had “an outsider’s perspective,” but of a different kind. 
“When we talk about identity, we usually hear of people from the outside talking bad about 
people from Eastern Kentucky,” Hiller said. “Some of the worst things I’ve heard said about 
East Kentuckians is from the middle-class East Kentuckians. ... We have an internal identity 
problem.” 

Hamann said some people think SOAR will fail, as other attempts to improve the region have, 
but Gerry Roll of Hazard, executive director of the Foundation for Appalachian Kentucky, told 
the group, “Never mind 4 We’ve tried it before.’ “Let’s try it again, together.” 

Participants offered several ideas, such as capitalizing on the arts, tax reform, increasing 
entrepreneurial education, marketing for small-business job opportunities, reallocation of coal 
severance-tax funds, getting tourism initiatives recognized as economic development, improving 
the region’s overall health. 

The region and the state need laws banning smoking in workplaces and enclosed public 
spaces to reduce the number of people who smoke, Clark County Health Director Scott Lockard 
said. “We can appreciate the history of tobacco while at the same time acknowledging it’s the 
number one killer in the state.” 

Though this was the working group’s last meeting, “Regional collaboration is an ongoing 
process,” said Sandy Runyon, the working group chair, who reports to the SOAR executive 
committee. “This topic will continue as the SOAR initiative continues and will be really im¬ 
portant as we move on down the road.”

Beattyville editor stands by 
article on McConnell, jobs 
Edmund Shelby .

You have to give it to Sen. 
Mitch McConnell’s spin doc¬ 
tors. They even have Joe 
Gerth questioning a fellow 
journalist. 

Referring to the senator’s 
April comments to me about 
not being responsible for 
bringing jobs to Lee County, 
The Courier-Journal’s Gerth 
wrote on July 27 , “Exactly 
what McConnell meant and 
whether or not Shelby took 
McConnell out of context 
remains up for debate, but 
that hasn’t stopped Grimes 
(McConnell’s Democratic 
opponent Alison Lundergan 
Grimes) and the Senate Ma¬ 
jority PAC from hammering 
McConnell on the issue.” 

I wish Gerth had checked 
with me about the context of 
the senator’s response to my 
simple question. 

McConnell was to appear 
at a luncheon on April 18 at 
the Lee County Community 
Center. On the flyer the ap¬ 
pearance was touted as, “For 
luncheon and update on 
Washington.” 

I was busy that day, and 
did not have time for a lun¬ 
cheon. I thought I might get 
a question or two in before 
Sen. McConnell went into the 
luncheon, and to possibly get 
a picture. 

Of course the senator was 
late, but when he did arrive 
I was able to stop him in a 
hallway of the building. I 
asked him if I could get a 
picture, and took one of him 


with some of his support¬ 
ers, including State Senate 
President Robert Stivers, 
who I know. 

I then asked Sen. McCon¬ 
nell what he was going to do 
to bring jobs to Lee County. It 
was a question I was going to 
ask any politician who visited 
our economically struggling 
county. 

He appeared to be caught 
off guard at first. Then he 
said, “Economic develop¬ 
ment is a Frankfort issue. 
That is not my job. It is the 
primary responsibility of the 
state Commerce Cabinet.” 

I then followed up asking 
about public works projects. 

He said he was inter¬ 
ested in them, but added, 
“Most comes from the state, 
though.” 

The senator then said that 
it is his responsibility to 
protect jobs by “pushing 
back” against the Obama 
administration’s restrictions 
on the coal industry. 

“Oil and gas are big here,” 
he said of Lee County. “They 
(the Obama Administration) 
are making it hard on them 
too.” 

That was the context of the 
brief interview. 

I did not listen to his com¬ 
ments during the luncheon, 
where it has been reported, 
he again reiterated his po¬ 
sition that it is his respon¬ 
sibility to fight against the 
administration to protect 
coal jobs. 

The senator’s spinmeisters 
have also said that his “mes¬ 
sage got lost in translation.” 

I guess I’m just simple- 


minded, but he and I were 
both speaking in English. I 
do not see how anything so 
simple as a two-question in¬ 
terview, spoken in the same 
language, could be lost in 
translation. 

It doesn’t wash. 

I firmly believe that Sen. 
McConnell committed the 
cardinal sin of all career 
politicians: He gave an hon¬ 
est answer to a journalist’s 
question. 

Secretary of State Grimes 
also did what any politician 
would do when handed with 
such a gem: She attacked. 

We asked the same ques¬ 
tion of her when she came 
to town, and she responded 
by pointing to her jobs pro¬ 
gram. 

McConnell’s primary op¬ 
ponent, Louisville business¬ 
man Matt Bevin, came to 
town, and was asked the 
same question. 

He too attacked the sena¬ 
tor, but did not offer a plan to 
bring jobs, except to say that 
he knew how to do so. 

Steve Wilson, my col¬ 
league with The Paducah 
Sun wrote, “Maybe McCon¬ 
nell was thinking about the 
surveys that show journalists 
well down the list of most 
trusted professions. Maybe 
he figured his spin would 
prevail because people are 
more likely to believe a U.S. 
senator than a bumbling 
small town editor. 

“Two problems with that 
attitude. Shelby, 65 , is no 
bumbler. He’s a past presi¬ 
dent of the Kentucky Press 
Association and has won 


awards for everything from 
investigative reporting to 
photograph to community 
service. He takes his work 
seriously. 

“And those ‘most trusted’ 
surveys show people place 
even less confidence in mem¬ 
bers of Congress than in 
members of the media.” 

The head of Wilson’s col¬ 
umn was, “Mitch ought to 
own up to slip over jobs 
quote in newspaper.” 

I understand, though, that 
would be hard for the senator. 
To do so could indicate that 
he is insensitive to the plight 
of unemployed people in Lee 
County and elsewhere. 

To that point, the Grimes 
campaign on Aug. 8 said that 
McConnell’s “... campaign 
now privately admits the 
damage ‘has been done by 
Grimes hammering McCon¬ 
nell on job creation’ and ‘ac¬ 
knowledges his comments, 
as quoted by a local paper, 
that economic development 
in the state is ‘not my job’ 
have been a thorn in the 
senator’s side.” 

We (The Beattyville En¬ 
terprise) do not endorse 
candidates in local, state 
or national races. We have 
learned to do so invariably 
brings disappointment after 
the winners take office. 

We will not endorse either 
candidate in this race, how¬ 
ever, we (I) do stand by the 
April article. It was word for 
word correct. It was given in 
the proper context, and noth¬ 
ing was lost in translation.

How could Robin Wil¬ 
liams, one of the funniest 
men in the world, be so de¬ 
pressed that he would take 
his own life? That ques¬ 
tion must be on the minds 
of millions of people who 
learned that the 63 -year-old 
comedian and actor had died 
Monday in his home of an 
apparent suicide. 

Robin Williams? It seems 
impossible. 

We may never fully under¬ 
stand the depth of Williams’ 
depression and what caused 
his despair on the day he 
died, but maybe we can learn 
what is needed to prevent 
suicide among the people 
closest to us. That’s where we 
can make a difference. 

Suicide is the 11 th leading 
cause of death in the United 
States, and among middle- 
aged people it is increasing. 
Between 1999 and 2011 , the 
suicide rate among people 
ages 45 to 64 increased 40 
percent, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention. Suicide is 
the third leading cause of 
death for people ages 15 to 
24 . 

Most self-inflicted wounds 
are preventable. The Ameri¬ 
can Foundation for Suicide 
Prevention estimates that 
90 percent of suicide victims 
suffer from a treatable men¬ 
tal illness. 

Too many American don’t 
get help for depression, anxi¬ 
ety and other mental health 
issues because there is still 
a stigma associated with 
anyone who seems to need 
help with the emotional and 
psychological challenges in 
life. 

Need medication for high 
blood pressure? That’s the 


kind of thing you might here 
a stranger mention in the 
grocery store aisle. But coun¬ 
seling or medication for de¬ 
pression? That’s still taboo 
for many people. 

It’s not that everyone needs 
to publicly air every problem 
in life. But many more people 
who need help would surely 
say so if Americans could 
admit we stigmatize mental 
illness. The shame associated 
with suicide prevents us from 
understanding what causes 
more than 30,000 people 
to take their own lives every 
year in the United States.

NERVOUS ABOUT A TWITCH 


Involuntary twitching of 
the eyelid (usually the lower 
lid), known as “myokymia,” 
tends to occur mostly in one 
eye among young, healthy 
individuals. The twitching, 
which may last from several 
hours to several days, is due 
to contractions of a portion of 
the “orbicularis oculi” muscle 
or other facial muscles. The 
twitching is commonly trig¬ 
gered by stress, caffeine, and 
lack of sleep. By reducing 
these factors, the twitching can 
often be eliminated. However, 
if the problem persists on a 
daily basis for two months 
or longer, treatment with an 
injection of Botox may elimi¬ 
nate it. If myokymia starts 
in one eyelid and spreads to 
other parts of the face, further 
examination is strongly rec¬ 
ommended.
